Health Officer's Report 



Rutland, Vt., Feb. 7, 1920. 

To the voters of the Town of Proctor, Vt. 

As secretary of the local board of health the District Health 
Officer would make the following report. 

There has been a mild form of Scarlet Fever in the town dur- 
ing the past months. On account of the mildness of the symptoms 
it has been rather hard to locate and control as many of the 
patients had no physician and even in some of the cases where 
one was in attendance the symptoms were so different from severe 
cases that even the physician was in doubt at first. Some of the 
cases did not show a rash or at least when the physician saw the 
patient. However by careful inspection on the part of the School 
Nurse the schools have been kept open and a serious outbreak 
has been avoided. The town is to be congratulated on the 
stand it takes in public health matters. 

Influenza, too, has been prevalent. This too started with 
a number of mild cases almost impossible to differentiate from 
severe colds and it was not until the severe cases manifested 
themselves that it was recognized. This same condition has 
existed in other townships. The disease to thi^ time has not had 
the serious comphcations that were present last year but it is 
a serious disease and every effort has been put forth to prevent 
the spread, by endeavoring to keep those who were known to 
have the disease and even those who had suspicious symptoms 
from mingling with the well. Absolute control can be had only 
by stopping all means of communication even in business and 
even this with the wide dissemination of infection is of doubtful 
utiHty as it must be continued as long as there are cases in any 
part of the country for fresh infection is bound to be imported 
on the trains as long as there are cases through the country. 
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There has been a careful survey of school buildings and while 
those of this town are better than most towns the ''North Build- 
ing'^ is deficient in light area from the windows. As eye strain 
in school children is a handicap in school work and may become 
a permanent disability, attention should be given this before an- 
other school year. 

The health department aims to insure pure milk from healthy 
cows and is working out extensive plans to accomplish this. 

It is hoped you will continue to vote Medical Inspection of 
Schools as it is only by constant effort that results can be secured.
